A representative of The 
Matabele 


Times, a paper published in Bulawayo, 
recently succeeded in obtaining a narra- 
tive from M'Kotchwaua, one of the war- 
riors of the Inguba regiment which at- 
tacked and annihilated Wilson's force. 
It took some time getting it'Kotchwana 
to speak of the affair. He was quite 
ready to talk about tho crops, locusts, 
etc., but it-was not until he was twitted 
as to whether he had ever done any- 
thing but till the land like a woman 
that he spoke. 
"Yes, my father," he answered, "I 


have fought in battle," aud then he re- 
lated the following account of that 
grand stand of 34 Englishmen against 
overwhelming hordes of an iufuria 
savage enemy: 


"Whan the white incos Wilson came 


across tho big river Shangani," said tho 
native, "we watched him, and although 
he knew it not he was surrounded on 
all sides by the remnants of regiments 
which had fought at the Bembesi, the 
Imbezu, the Insukameni, theJSfyarna In- 
dhlovo and others. At nightfall we 
missed the white majakas, but toward 
tho rising of the sun CJmjaan, tho great 
chief, came to us and said: 'I have 
heard the white warriors in the bush. 
Cuuio, let" us go and kill them.' 


"We were about 1,000 in number, 


and without noise wo went and bur 
rounded the place where the white men 
had their fire. Two of them were stuml 
ing up looking into the bush. 8omo u 
us made a little uoise. One of the is hite 
men standing awake went and woko up 
another man. I think it was their in 
cos. He came and looked all round into 
the bush, and then aroused all tho oth 
er 'aniakiwa.' They got up, and I H.IM 
they were busy getting their amniuui 
tion ready and saddling their hordes. 


"As it drew near th& time fur the 


sun to peep over tho edge of tho world 
we started firing at the white men. 
They mounted their horses and tried tc 
proceed in the direction of tho great 
tihangani. 
But our men shot -well, und 


horses dropped dead. It was u. cloudy 
morning, and tho rain fell fine und 
swiftly. There were as many'amalci- 
wa' as three times tho fingers on my 
two hands, llowt of tl em had on black 
covers over their shoulders (capes). 
" When the white w jrriors found thoy 


oonld not go ou, they hhot tho living 
horses and stood behind them waiting 
for us. We fired our guns at tho white 
men, but at first they did not do us 
much harm, as we were well protected 
by the trees and bushes. AH tho sun 
roso wo noticed several of tho white 
warriors lying dead. Umjaan gave or- 
ders to rush up to the enemy. Wo is- 
sued from behind tho protecting tw 
and tried to run up to kill all I* Wilson 
and his party, but thoy killed many ol 
us with the little guns in their hand* 
and wounded more.'' 


''How many wore killed and wound 


ed in that first rush, M'Kocchwaiui?" 


"AS many as six times tho finders on 


my two hantiii—m. iminy." and tho old 
warrior waved his hands bix times. 


"But how many wero killod out- 


right?" 


"Bo many," and M'Kotchwana sig- 


nified 40. "Then we went back behind 
the trefes and fired often, till many ol 
tho 'aniakiwa1 fell and few remained. 
Again Umjaaii said, 'Lotus kill all that 
aafe left,' but some of them said: *^ro, 
they aro bravo warriors. Let us leuVi 
the life in those who ore not yet deud.' 
Bat £he men of the Imbozn said. 'No, 
lei us kill all the white men ' 


"Again we rushed against tho fu\i 


Who remained standing. When thry -saw 
u*l cooling, they made a big eingittg 
noise and then shouted, three times 
They killed more of us. I was struck 
near the temple and remembered ut 
more My brother told mo afterward 
that all the white men fell fighting till 
thd end. They were brave men, 'my fu< 
tb4r. : 
f 


"The next day at sunrise we took all 


their clothes and skinned the f aca of the 
bigge*t whitfa 'majaka' aud took it to 
Lobengula, who was away one day't 
journey. The great chief naiil that was 
not the skin, of the leader. We roturuc d 
and took yet another h1du off tho 
of a white chief. When Lobengula t,av* 
it, he was satiafled. HP askM wb«thei 
his Imbezu regiment had rtono all th* 
killing. When he heard that it hud 
not done more than others, he wxid, 
'Hare 1 then all this time put my trust 
in a lamp of dirt?' 1 had two BODS kill- 
ed that day. my father," said M'Koteh- 
wana, "aad my brother was shot in the 
stomach. The 'aniakivva' were brave 
HMO ; they were warriors." 


Asked how he obtained possession ol 


the cape, M'Kotchwaua said it was ou 
a white soldier who was killed before 
tba first rtwh. He fell outride tho ring 
of dead horses. Thfey thought ho was 
not dead and kept on shooting ut hm 
bony. • When the natives ran up, 
M'Kotchwana seized this cape off the 
white mau'b body.—London Globe.

Frank R. Stockton, writing in St. 


Nicholas a atriM of narrative sketches 
of "Tb« Buccaneers of Our Coast," 
says: 
The buccaneers were • afraid of noth- 


ing. They paid go attention to the rules 
of war. A little ship would attack a 
big oife without the slightest hesitation 
and, more than that, would generally 
take it, and in every way Spain was be- 
ginning to feel as if she were acting 
the part of provider to the pirate sea- 
men of every nation. 


Finding that she could do nothing to 


diminish the number of the buccaneer- 
ing vessels, Spain determined that t>he 
•would not have so many tichly laden 
ships of her own upon these dangerous 
seas, consequently a change was made 
in regard to the shipping of merchan- 
dise and the valuable metals from 
America to her home ports. The car- 
goes were concentrated, and what had 
previously been placed upon three ships 
was crowded into the holds and be- 
tween the decks of one great vessel, 
which was so well armed and defended 
as to make it almost impossible for any 
pirate ship to capture it. In some re- 
spects this plan worked very well, al- 
though when the buccaneers did happen 
to pounce upon one of these richly laden 
vessels in such numbers and with such 
swift ferocity that they were able to 
capture it they rejoiced over a prize far 
more valuable than anything the pirate 
soul had ever dreamed of befora But 
it was not often that ono of these great 
ships was token, and for a time the re- 
sults of Spanish robbery and cruelty 
were safely carried to Spain. 


But it was very bard to get the bet- 


ter of the buccaneers. Their lives aud 
their fortunes depended upon this boom, 
aud if in one way they could not get 
the gold out of the Spaniards, whioh 
the latter got out of the natives, thuy 
would try another. When the miners iu 
the goldflolds find they can no longer 
Wash out with their pans a paying 
quantity of tho precious metal, they go 
to work on the rocks and break them 
into pieces and crush them into dust; so 
when the buccaneers found it did not 
pay to devote themselves to capturing 
Spanish gold on its transit across the 
ocean many of them changed their 
methods of operation and boldly plan- 
ned to seize the treasures of their ene- 
my before it was put upon the ships. 


Consequently the buccaneers formed 


themselves into larger bodies command- 
ed by noted lenders and made attacks 
upon thu Spanish settlements and towns. 
Many of those were found nearly de 
fonseleHB, and even thofao which boasted 
fortifications often fell before tho reck- 
less charges of tho buccaneore. The pil- 
lage, tho burning and the cruelty on 
nhore exceeded that which had hitherto 
been known on the sea. There is gener- 
ally a great deal more in a town than 
there is in a ship, and the buccaneer*, 
proved themselves to bo among the nioht 
outrageous, exacting and cruel conquer- 
ors ever known in this world. They 
were governed by no laws of warfare. 
Whatever they chose to do they did. 
They respected nobody, not even them- 
selves, and acted like wild beasts, with- 
out the disposition which is generally 
shown by a wild beast to ho down and 
go to eleep when it has had enough. 


There were times when it seemed as 


though it would be taforfor a man who 
had a regard for his life and comfort to 
t.nil upon u pirate ship instead of a 
Spanish galleon or to take up bis resi- 
dence in OHO of tho uncivilized com- 
munities of Tortaga or Jamaica instead 
of settling in a well ordered Spauith- 
American town with its mayor, its 
officials and its garrison. 


It was a very strange nation of marine 


bandits which had thus sprung into ex- 
istence on these faraway waters. It was 
u nation of grown up men who existed 
only for the purpose of carrying off that 
which other people were taking away. 
It was a nation of secondhand robbers 
who carried their operations to such an 
extent that they threatened to do away 
entirely with that series of primary rob- 
beries to which Spain had devoted bur- 
self. 1 do not know that there were any 
companies formed in those days for the 
proeecution of buccaneering, but I am 
quite sure that if there had been their 
stocks would have gone to a high figure.

Horses* 


The land where animals aro raised in 


large numbers is not always the land 
whero they are best loved. 
.Russia, 


however, which is, says Mr. W. Dur- 
ban in The Contemporary Review, the 
greatest horse breeding country in the 
world, is the country where the horse 
is both loved and appreciated. 
"I never in all my wanderings," says 


Mr. Durban, "saw a pony or steed of 
any sort that seemed to be in a bad con- 
dition through ill usage. The drosky 
drivers of Moscow put our London cab- 
men to shame in this respect. They may 
abuse each other vociferously, they may 
cheat yon roundly, but they never abuse 
their horses." 


The supply of fine horses makes it a 


constant luxury to travel in Russia. 
The population is chiefly dependent 
upon the taraatasa, or rough, partly 
hooded van; the telega, or country cart; 
the little drosky, and the capital troi- 
ka, or three horse carriage. Nothing de- 
lights a driver so much as dashing along 
at headlong speed, with three spirited 
horses harnessed to a troika. With the 
whips cracking, the bells ringing, the 
driver singing at the top of his voice, 
the two outer horses flying off at an an- 
gle as wide as possible, the troika in 
full speed is a splendid sight. 


In Siberia the driving is so furions, 


the mountain roods being aa rough as 
they are steep, that the traveler is con- 
stantly amazed at his immunity from 
.accident. A stranger experiences mixed 
[.feelings of wonder and -alarm aa the1 
rough vehicle, chiefly made of pine and 
birch poles put together in the crudest 
wanner, is positively hurled into the 
tir and down again during the descent 
into a valley that is approached by a 
oorduroy road.

The ITncliang-ine Snowdrop. 


There is no more constant timekeeper 


than the snowdrop. It seems constitu- 
tionally insensible of temperature, for 
although hard frost may retard the 
blossoms by making the grouud'like 
iron, through which they cannot be 
thrust, they make their appearance si- 
multaneously with a thaw. On the other 
hand, this curious little plant v ill not 
respond to abnormal warmth, natural 
or applied. You may coddle the bulbs 
in pots and put them in a warm frame 
with crocus, hyacinth, narcissus and 
lily of thi) valley—these last will re- 
ward yon by anticipating their uatoraJ 
season by many weeks. 
Not so tha 


snowdrop. Unless the outside be really 
frost bound the protected flowers will 
keep exact pace with those in the lawn 
turf. Botanists do not admit the snow- 
drop as a true native of Britain. I'rom 
the Caucasus to central Germany, they 
say, is its legitimate range, but there is 
no pretty weed which has established 
itself so firmly as a British colonist, in 
those districts, at least, where fioll aud 
climate suit it. In the Scilly isles, 
strange to say, where bulbous plants 
are cultivated to produce hundreds of 
tons of early blossoms, tho snowdrop 
will scarcely live, while 400 miles to 
the north, on tho misty Atlantic sea 
board, it spreads from garden to lawn, 
from lawn to woodland and sheets tho 
banks with mimio snow.—Pall Mall 
Gazette.

The EmglUb Walnut. 


Possibly few trees in the old world 


ore more profitable than the English 
walnut, which thrives in England and 
all over the northern part of the conti- 
nent of Europe. The wood is especially 
useful for gun stocks and for many arti- 
cles of'furniture and is found profitable 
from tree* of 10 years of age and up- 
ward.'There is always good demand for 
the nuts,- so that there axe two distinct 
lines of profit—by the timber and h'y 
the fruit.

NAVAL ATTACHE REMOVED. 


Washington. June 10.—Capt. Lewis 


Bayly, the active naval attache of 
Great Britain in Washington, is on his 
way to England, and probably will not 
return to the United States. While the 
British admiralty has taken no action 
which reflects upon this officer, yet it 
is baid the London authorities came 
to the conclusion that, in the interest 
ol the cordial relations ot the two coun- 
tries,, it was advisable that Capt. Bay- 
ly hhould no longer remain in Wash- 
ington. He is understood to be slated 
tor command ol a battleship. Com- 
plaint was received some months ago 
by the navy department in regard to 
Capt. Bayly's activity, but no official 
representation, in regard to his con- 
duct was made to the Btitish govern- 
ment. It was charged that at the na- 
val manoeuvres in Narrangansett bay 
last summer. Capt. Bayly hl-ed a tug- 
boat and watched the ships at drill, 
after being relusbd permissionn tn 
accompany the squadron. It was re- 
cently alleged that he was discovered 
at Pens-icola and other Florida points 
making surveys of the harbors. 


In the four winters beginning with 


1897-98 and ending with 1901-02, the 
United States fish commission turned 
loose in the Atlantic, ocean from the 
vicinity of Wood's Hole, Mass., 4,019 
codfish, each fish having a nice, bright 
tag ot either tin or copper fastened 
to some pail of the undergear of his 
hull. It was a distinction not neces- 
sarily pleasing to the individual fish, 
but it was the price he paid for his 
liberty. 


Once labeled and thus set free he 


became not merely a codfish in the 
Atlantic ocean. 
He was a scientific 


experiment. 
His 'iiiission, if he were 


so foolish as to lulfll it, was to get 
caught again and foim the basis of a 
report to be sent in to the fish com- 
mission by his captor. 


The fish commission wanted to find 


out some things. 
The learned fisher- 


man wanted to know where the cod 
resort at certain times and seasons of 
the year was. They wanted to know 
how fast he grew in a given interval 
They wanted to know how far he trav- 
eled and at what rate of speed, and 
they wanted to know how he liked be- 
ing tagged so far as could be gath- 
ered trom the sore places or the ab- 
sence of the same about the vicinity 
of the tag. 


The fish thus turned loose had been 


caught originally with hand lines, on- 
ly such as had slight hook wounds 
being selected for the 
experiment 


When brought into Wood's Hole fish 
commission station, they were trans- 
ferred to large floating cars, in which 
thew were kept until they got through 
their egg-depositing. 
Th*> egg-taking 


season is from the middle ol Novem- 
ber to the last of January or the (iist 
of February, and the maturation of 
the eggs ol individual fish olten ex- 
tends over a period of several weeks, 
during which time the fish is handled 
two or thrpe times a week. 


What with the captivity, the 


on their travels. 
One flsh that was 


released on Jan. 18. 1899, was caught 
six -days later1 off Point Judith."HO' 
miles away, and another turned Igose 
the day after the one just named was 
taken, 19 days later off Mantoloking, 
N. .1., distance 150 miles. 


The range of the tagged cod that 


•were caught covered the waters from 
the Georges Bank to Atlantic City, 
N. J., two fish being reported as taken 
from the last named place, one of 
them having been in the water for 40 
days and the other for four months. 
The places most frequented by the 
tagged cod, however, were apparent- 
ly on the" south shore of Long Island, 
Narragansett Bay and adjacent shores 
and the Nantucket shoals. 
Shortly 


after their release there evidently was 
a well-defined .southerly and westerly 
movement to the shores ot New York 
and New Jersey, 
where 
they 
re- 


mained during the first four months 
of the year. Atlantic City, wnerc four 
in all of the lagged fish were taken, 
is about the southern limit ot the corl 
fishery. 
None of the tagged fish was taken 


north of Cape Cod. and the commis- 
sion argues that if the schools with

Cadet Grant's Sell Control. 


Even when a cadet. General Grant 


was as freo from agitation in an emer- 
gency as that self possessed yeoman ol 
whom Alexander Popo wrote, "And 
mistress of herself tkoogtfihina fall. " 
An amusing stray, told by a classmatf 
at West Point, and quoted by J. G 
Wilson in Ins memoir of the great com- 
mander, displays his 
imperturbable 


gravity under the most trying circum- 
stances: 


One morning, when onr squad vras 


inarching to the academic hall to recite, 
Frank Gardner produced an old silver 
watch that was apparently about foui 
inches in diameter. It was passed along 
from one cadet to another to look at, 
and when we arrived at the sectioc 
room door it was in the hands of Grant 
He could hide or carry it only by put 
iing it in the breast of his coat 


When the section was seated, Zealous 


B. Tower, who that day heard the reci- 
tation, sent Grant and three other ca- 
dets to the blackboards. The weather 
was mild and the room door open. When 
Grant had turned from the board and 
had begun to demonstrate, suddenly a 
sound resembling a bnzzsaw and a 
Chinese gong burst forth and drowned 
all proceedings.

to one of his under fins and once moie 
found himself tr^e In Vineyard Sound 
or Buz/ard's Bay, was a pretty weak, 
sick looking flsh-'-much run down in 
weight and vitality. Just how much 
each fish weighed, as well as 
the 


date of his release and the number of 
the tag ho bore, were carefully cn- 
toied in a book Kept for the purpose. 


Then, in order to acquaint the fish- 


ermen and the fish dealers with the 
purpose of the tagging and to encour- 
age the preservation and return to the 
commission of the tags, a circular was 
printed in the tall of 1897 and dis- 
tributed in tho fishing towns and lo- 
calities. 
The circular requested any 


pei sons catching or acquiung by piu 
chase a fish so tagged to forward the 
tag either to the flsh commisison at 
Washington or Wood's Hole, together 
with the date and place the fish was 
caught; its weight before dressed, 
total length from end of nose to end 
of tail; its sex and general condition 
Up to the first of January last 140 
of these tagged flsh weie caught and 
reported, although there is good rea- 
son to believe that all that were cap- 
tured were not reported. Notwith- 
standing the publicity given to the ex- 
periment a good many fishermen were 
in a hazy frame of mind regarding it. 
Same who caught the tagged fish kept 
the matter a profound secret. They 
had a foggy notion in their heads that 
there was some penalty tor not turn- 
ing loose a tagged fish and turning 
loose captured ush is not in the fish- 
erman's ethics. 


In some cases the tags were not 


noticed when the flsh were caught, but 
were found afterwards by wholesale 
dealers. 
When fish were salted on 


the grounds tags were sometimes re- 
covered months afterward 
in 
the 


houses of salt fish dealers or the skin- 
ning lofts of preparers of boneless 
cod. 
In one case the tag was over- 


looked by the man who caught the 
fish, by the man who cleaned, split 
and salted it, by the man who unload- 
ed it from the vessel, by those who 
handled it on shore, by the wholesale 
dealer and by the retail dealer. It was 
eventually discovered by a consumer 
far inland and by him forwarded to 
the commission. 


But notwithstanding all these Inci- 


dents, 140 tags were turned in by fish- 
ermen with tolerablyaccuratedatacon- 
cerning the fish and where and when 
it was captured. 
Prom those data, 


the flsh "commission prepared a nj-' 
port which has just been issued, which 
contains a good, deal of curious infor- 
mation, however valuable it may be 
from a scientific point of view. 


The tagged cod captured 
in 
the 


shortest time after liberation was re* 
leased in Vineyard Sound, three miles 
southeast of Tarpaulin Cove Light ori 
Dec. 24, 1898, and''caught four miles 
south of Newport on Dec. 26, 1898. 
The distance between these two points 
by the most direct "water roue Is 33 
miles.

RAILROADING 


When railroad tracUs are laid over 


marshy ground or on un uneven road- 
bed, the fishplates become loosened, 
aud the rails work up and down. This 
movement of the rails results in the 
battering of the ends and the rounding 
of the corners, thereby destroying the 
rail, which must be discarded long 
before the body is worn out. 


For- the purpose of preventing the 


battering of the ends of the rail Mr. 
W, E, Coyau of Homestead, Pa., has 
devised a rail only the ends of which 
are hardened. Mr. Coyan attains his 
result by treating the rails when hot 
with a case hardened fluid und then 
with a teioperiiig fluid. 


A New Emergency Ki-alce. 
i 


A new emergency brake for electric | 


cars is described In a recent issue of 
the London Electrical Review. It con- 
sists of four '"shoes" of oak or beech, 
two being placed between the wheels 
Just over the rails on each side of the 
car. A small compressed air cylinder 
is placed over each one and connected 
to it by a piston rod. 
A supply of 


compressed air is maintained by a 
pump run from one of the car axles. 
When Jt is necessary to apply the 
brake suddenly, the motorman simply 
touches a lever. Instantly all four K>f 
the brake shoes are jammed strongly 
down against the rails. 


A IVacUItss Trolley. 


"A trackless trolley" system, the 


flrst of its Kind iu America, is being 
installed in Franklin, N. II. In this 
system In place of the usual overhead 
trolley wire there are two side wires 
which serve the ordinary purpose of 
the overhead wire and rail. Two trol- 
ley poles connect the car with the 
wires, allowing play enough for the 
car to deviate about ten feet when 
need be from its ordinary course.

New Mechanical t.o^. 


Ships' logs arc of many kinds nnd 


are used toe indicating and recording 
the speed of vessels. A new one con- 
sists substantially of n lever nrm, a 
spring, a line or cable and mechanism 
to indicate the rate of speed. 
The 


spring nnd indicating mechanism :ire 
connected with the lever arm. and ten- 
sion is applied to it by means of 1ho 
line or cable. 
Moreover, the instru- 


ment is so constructed that the move- 
ment of the indicating device can be 
regulated to correspond approximately 
to the square root of the applied ten- 
sion. 


Small, but Strong. 


A well knoxvn student of nature onro 


tried tin* growing force of a squash. 
When it was eighteen days old and 
measured twenty-seven inches i;i cir- 
cumference, he fixed a sort of harness 
around it. with n long lever attached. 
The power of the squash was measured 
by the weight it lifted, the weight be- 
ing fixed to the lever. 
When it was 


twenty days old, two days after the 
harness was fixed on it, it lifted sixty 
pounds. On the nineteenth day it lift- 
ed 5,000 pounds. 


Ccent Clianco For Botanists. 


The prickly pear has invaded Austra- 


lia to such an extent that a government 
prize of $2r*,000 has been offered to the 
person who shall devise means, within 
reasonable limits of expense, to extir- 
pate it. It has made large tracts of 
country useless and impenetrable and 
lias resisted fire, poison, chemicals and 
ull other means to destroy it.

JOHN COTLSit 


Dr. L. Duncan Bulkley gives a suc- 


cessful method for a common cold, 
based, says Popular Seienee News, 
on tbe theory that there is au acid con- 
dition of tbe system developed which 
is sufficient to iiTitate the terminal 
endings of the nerves in the skin nud 
mucous membranes and so to render 
thcui susceptible to impressions of cold 
by a derangement of the capillary cir- 
culation. As this acidity is neutralized 
the normal conditions return. 


For an adult of medium size and 


weight twenty to thirty grains of bi- 
carbonate of soda are given in two or 
three ounces of water every half hour 
for three doses and a fourth dose at 
the expiration of au hour from the 
last one. Two to four hours arc then 
flliowed to elapse to «ee the effect, and 
the four doses are repented, if neces- 
sary, as is frequently tbe case. 
After 


waiting two to four hours more the 
same course mny be taken again, al- 
though this Is not often required, if the 
treatment (ins been begun early In the 
course of the cold. 


To bo promptly effective this treat- 


ment should be begun with the earliest 
Indications of coryzn nud sneezing, nnd 
It hns rarely fnlle'd to break it up even 
In those tnurh Inclined to the snmf. 
After the scf-ond or third day It ncut 
leso promptly, and more frequent rep- 
etitions arc needed, 


Pitfalls ror the Unwary Dabblers Iu the 


Ancient Science. 


To most ordinary folk tho language 


of heraldry is as uninteresting and us 
meaningless as tho jargon of astrology 
and of alchemy. 
Griffins and harpies, 


lion?, eagles, uuicorns, dolphins and 
other possible nud impossible birds, 
beasts aud fishes, whether rampant or 
sejant or coucbaut or stataut, convey 
absolutely no meaning to any one un- 
versed in tho mysteries of heraldic lore. 
Such a one ia apt to scoff, like tho Eail 
of Chesterfield, at tho whole science and 
practice of heraldry as u foolish busi- 
ness. 
When a herald on a visitation 


tour called on Lord Chesterfield and had 
stated tho object of his visit, his lord- 
ship said peremptorily and none too 
iiviily, "Begone, you foolish follow; 
yon don't understand your owu foolish 
business." This saying has been credit- 
ed to that past master of sharp and cut- 
ting sarcasms Lord Weatbnry, but Hor- 
aco Walnolo tells tho original story. 
Harry Hotspur, according to Mhakeij- 
peare, was of much the .sumo mind u:i 
his lordship of Chesterfield. Ho talked 
with contempt of

however, whether it be now gutting ou 
of date or not, has played u useful j-arl 
in personal and family as in national 
history, aud is still studied with delight 
by many umatcuru as well a.s by pro- 
fessed antiquaries and lovers of tho days 
that uro gone. It is not proposed here to 
touch further upon tho ncriou.s side oJ 
neraldry. 
IE will bo more imerusting 


possibly to glauco at some of its more 
amusing aspects. 


Tho ecology and ornithology of her- 


aldry are richly mcdiieval in flavcr. 
Coats of arms abound with monster* 
moro or less of a hybrid character, 
whose exifitcuce was once firmly bolicv 
ed in, but which havo long been rele 
gated to tho region of myth. 
There ii 


tho "gryphon" who figures appropriate 
ly enough in "Alice in 'Wonderland,' 
and under the namo of "griffin" o; 
"griifun" ia ouo of tho commonest o. 
heraldic beasts. It waH usually repre 
seuted as part eagle and part lion and i 
really a very formidable looking mon 
ster. Our forefathers seem to havo bo 
lieved in its actual existence. 
An an 


cient herald wrote of tho grillin, " 
think they aro of great hugeness, for 
have a claw of one of their paws whicl 
should bhow them to bo as big as tw> 
lions." Ono would like to have eeei 
that wonderful and unique claw. Thci 
there is the harpy, taken from tho Oruel 
mythology and represented heraldic-all) 
as a vulture with the head and breabt o 
a womau. 


Other fabulous adornments of cout 


of arms are the basilisk, the unicorn 
the wyveru aud dragous innumerable 
The wyvern was of tho dragon tribe 
but wtood on two logs and feet borrow ( < 
from the eagle. Our ancestors may hav 
had their doubts about the existence o 
the wyvern, but in the unicorn and tho 
basilisk they hud full belief. Our older 
writers have frequent allusions to both, 
especially to tho basilisk, which was 
supposed to bo able to kill even by o 
look or by its breath.—Fireside. 


The Apricot* of Tol«d«. v 


In The Century thcro is an article on 


"Toledo, tho Imperial City of Spain," 
written by Stephen Bonsai. Mr. Bonsai 
aays: "As we climb tbe hill it ia well 
to recall what the oigarraJes are. Whilo ! 
tho Archbishop llodrigo claims their in- 
troduction iuto Toledan life for tho 
Goths it is more than likely that wo 
owe them to thu blessed Moors, like al- 
most everything else that is dobirablo 
iu Spain. For centuries and generations 
they havo been tho Apuliau forms to 
which tho poets and philosophers of 
Spain havo withdrawn from the aunoy- 
ances of the world to enjoy their Faler- 
niau wine and figs. As we approach still 
nearer wo find them to bo little vine clad 
summer houses, akin in simplicity of 
architecture to the huerta of Seville and 
the carmen of the Alhambra hilla 
Grouped about the mountain slopes, 
they peep out from behind trellisei of 
running •vines, iu au atmosphere sweet 
with tho fragrance of the wild jasmine 
aud tho rose, and tho cooing of th« 
doves, tho cots of which surmount the 
little atalaya, or watch tower of cacl> 
cigarral, is symbolic of tho peace auc 
plenty and coutentnient which hero pro- 
vail." Whilo the cigarralos have not the in- 
numerable fountains of tho Seville huor 
ta or tho inexhaustible supply of melt- 
ed snow from tho heights of tho Sierra 
Nevada, which gives au arctic freshness 
to tho Granada carmen, they are always 
delightfully cool aud pleasant while 
Toledo below is steaming and sizzling 
iu tho torrid heat. Tho gardens ar« 
planted with fig and almond trees, nnd 
above all with apricots, the beloved 
uiech meeh, which tho Saracen brought 
xvifch him from out of tho east.

eaten tho apricot in a Tolcdau cigarral

by Judge Samuel R. Cutler of Chel 
sea, the other day. 


Judge 
Cutler rules that it is not 


enough to prove that a man is drunk: 
it must be shown beyond a reasonable 
loubt that he has become drunk vol- 
untarily; that is to say. that he has 
imbibed liquor because he wanted it, 
incl has not been forced to absorb an 
undue qi'.antitiy of stimulants against 
his will. 


This ruling of Judge Cutler's fills 


us wun dire 
apprehension. 
If it i? 


customary in Massachusetts for publi- 
cans and sinners to set upon inoffen- 
sive and virtuous men and force them 
to drink alcoholic beverages, in orcle: 
that, the conspirators may have the 
satisfaction of see-in*; their innocent 
victims stagger about the street, and 
later ride to the police station in tho 
patrol wagon, it is not at all unlikely 
that this terrible custom may soon 
prevail in Portsmouth.
